WASHINGTON, April 8.—Gradually 
the impression is becoming. fixed in 
Washington that the foreign policy of 
the Harding Administration will not 
be a policy of isolation in world affairs. 
The Interests of the United States are 
- too intermingled with those of the rest 
of the world, in the opinion of counsel- 
lors of President Harding, to permit 
us to play a lone hand, leaving to other 
powers .the task of bringing order out 

cf the existing international chaos. 
Practical: considerations are. under- 
stood to be behind the attitude of the 
Administration now being disclosed. 
When the new Administration came into 
power there was a belief that, in addi- 
tion to repudiating the League of Na- 
tions, it would scrap the rest of the 
Versailles Treaty and hold itself aloof 
from world affairs, except, perhaps, to 
the extent of being willing to enter 
some association of nations that: would 
be founded .on international counsel 
whenever difficulties that threatened 
beace. arose, but would go no: further, 
and would be ‘exactly the opposite of 
the League with teeth in it. If this 
represented the Administration view, 
there has been a radical change of senti- 
ment that is expected to bear ffuit be- 

_ fore very long. :

HARDING STUDYING 
HIGHWAY PROJECTS 


His Message to Congress I$ Ex- 
_ ‘Apected to Outline Policy 
on Good Roads. 


FOR PERMANENT BENEFITS 


He Is Opposed to Vast Outlays 
Without Provision . Being 
Made for Maintenance. 
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Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—President 
Harding has beén for some time making 
a@ quiet, but thorough investigation of 
the highway improvement situation, par- 
ticularly of various road projects which 
have been allotted money from the 
Treasury of the United States. The 
President, it can be stated, is thoroughly 
alive to the seriousness of this road 
problem and he will deal with it in the 
message which he will read to Congress 
next Tuesday. In:his inquiry into the 
situation the President has considered 
the matter purely as a national affair. in 
which all the:people of the.country who 
use roads or pay taxes have an interest. 
In his study of the highway problem 
the disclosure .which impressed the 
President more than any other phase of 
the question was the fact that enormous 
sums of’ money have been expended on 
roads without any thought of the per- 
manency: of those roads. 


The practical considerations that are}#ent:hds tiis'way not one dollar of Fed- 


influencing the new Administration are 
partly indicated in. the note. sent by 
Secretary Hughes. to the Governments 
of France, Great Britain, Italy and 
Japan with regard to the mandate over 
the Island of Yap given to Japan by the 
League of Nations. The Harding Aa- 


\ ministration stands ofall’ fours with the 


‘ 
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Wilson Administration ‘in conténding 
that rights gained by the nations that 
defeated the Central Powers cannot be 
, disposed of without the consent of the 
United States as a nation that contrib- 
uted to the common victory. The Gov- 
ernment holds that these rights belong 
to the United States whether or not we 
are a signatory of the Versailles Treaty. 
Mr, Hughes's note to the four principal 
allied powers has given them fgod for 
thought, in that it shows the intention 
of the United States to insist upon be- 
ing considered in the final settlemertts. 


Fear Weakening of Position. 


The Harding Administration, however, 
has been quick to see that our position 
is greatly weakened by the fact that we 
have not ratified the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The.Senate has the privilege 
of ratifying the treaty with reservations 
to the entire text of the League of Na- 
tions Covenant, and such a ratification 
would not impair the rights of the United 
States contained in that part of the 
document ratified. As a full party to 
the treaty this Government would be ‘in 
a position to participate without ques- 
tion in the settlements provided for in it. 

It has come to be fully realized by 
men who may be classed as advisers of 
the President in foreign affairs that 
the claims of the. United States to con- 
sideration by the other victorious pow- 
ers in connection with the government 
of mandate territory will not strongly 
impress the other. powers unless . they 
see the United States in a position of 
being able to assist them in their effort 
to straighten out troublesome post-war 
_pettiements. - 

‘The powers. would give much to have 
the United States standing with the An 
dealing with Germany _on the rapa 
tions question. Secretary Hughes has 
informed the German Government that 
the United States holds that- Germany 
must acknowledge responsibility for the 
war and must make reparations to the 
extent of her ability... This was in lint 
with what was desired by the allied 
powers in the way of moral. support 
from the United States, but it is realized 
that an informal expression of that kind 
has not the force that would be given 
if the United States spoke as one of the 

’ powerful group of nations that are in- 
sisting that the Germans meet the de- 
mands for payment of reparational dam- 
ages. ; . 

If the United States became a party 
to the portions: of the Versailles Treaty 


; 
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~.. that did not embrace the Cavenant of the 
. League of Nations it would lend its ac- 
tive aid to the efforts now in progress 
to adjust the reparations controversy 
and Germany would find herself in a 
much weaker position than at present. 
Wurthermore the allied powers, gratefu 
to the United States for undertaking an 
active interest in the treaty settlements, 
‘would find themselves more inclined to 
concede the claims of this Government 
to. participation in the determination of 
regulations for the control of Yap and 
other mandate territory. 
These considerations have ‘played their 
’ part in the present trend of the Harding 
Administration toward the ratification 
of the Versailles Treaty and the trend 


away from the proposal embodied in the 
‘Knox measure to make peace by reso- 
* lution, leaving for the future negotiation 
with a Germany that would not be the 
conquered Germany with which the Al

Confers with Senator Townsend. 


The President was in conference for 
some time today with Senator Townsend 
of Michigan, the Chairman ‘of the Senate 
Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads, which ‘committee will draft the 
road bill which will be introduced in 
the next Congress, and which is expect- 
ed to eliminate serious defects in the 
present law. It was Senator Townsend 
who led the successful fight in the last 
Congress against the appropriation of 
another $100,000,000 for Federal high- 
way projects. 

In his message to Congress the Presi- 
dent will make known what he consit- 
ers should be the highway policy of this 
Government, and that will be a policy 
in which the cheap road built with the 
proceeds of high taxes and without any 
provision being made for its mainte- 
nance cannot be allotted money frorh the 
Federal Treasury. 

» The President is an enthusiastic advo- 
cate of good roads that are really good 
roads, properly constructed and prop- 
erly maintained. 

It is the view of the President that 
the Federal Government should not be 
saddled with the maintenance cost of 
‘highways, but that this should be borne 
by the several States benefited by the 
roads. In many States the license fees 
for motor vehicle owners are alone suf- 
cicient, the Prezident has been informed, 
to pay the maintenance cost of the high- 
ways. 

However, the Rresident has also been 


informed. that thesé motor vehicle taxes 
are not used in all the States for road 
maintenance or construction purposes. 
in Arkansas, for instance, all the cost 
of road construction is a burden that is

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CONFESSED SLAYER 
ALIENIST DELARES 


Says, After Examination, He 
Doesn’t Believe Roy 
Harris ls Lying. 


PRISONER NAMES A WOMAN 


Asserts Her Picture Resembles 
the Woman Who Paid to 
Have Elwell Killed. 


SHE IS QUESTIONED HERE 


Police Convinced She Had Nothing 
to Do With Crime—Prisoner to 
Be Brought to New York.

BUFFALO, N. Y., ‘April 8.—DeveloB- 
ments in the investigation of Roy Har- 
ris’s story of his participation in the 
slaying of Joseph Bowne Elwell, came 
fast here today. Harris repeated his 
declaration of the night before, that he 
recognized in the picture of one of the 
wonten mentioned in the investigation 
soon after the killing a resemblance to 
Mrs. Fairchild, the handsomely gowned 
blond woman, who he said hired him 
and ‘* Big Bill’’ Duncan to kill Elwell. 
He admitted that he had given the name 
of the woman to MDetective Sergeant 
Henry P. Oswald of New York City 
earlier in the day. 

‘The picture of a woman whose nathe 
was brought into the case today through 
the statement of a New York lawyer, 
was shown to Harris. He said that the 
picture bore a slight resemblance to 
Mrs. Fairchild. 

“TIT want you to bear in mind that I 
said a slight resemblance,’ warned Har- 
ris, as he handed back the picture. 
Dr. James W. Putnam, an alienist, 
who examined Leon Czolgosz soon after 
the assassination of President McKinley 
here in 1901, declared that Harris was 
of ‘a sound mind and was not of the 
type who would tell a startling story of 
& crime for the purpose of . gaining 
notoriety. Dr. Putnam reported to De- 
tective Oswald, who employed him to 
examine Harris, that the youth’s story 
of hig participation in the killing of Bl- 
well should -receive serious consideration. 


Denies Alleged Statement by Wife. 


Harris during his examination éarlier 
in ‘the day by Detective Sergeant Os- 
wald, said ‘that-a statement attributed 
to Harris’s wife that her husband had 
told her in the office of District Attor- 
ney Moore here several days ago that 
he had ‘nothing to do with the murder 
of Elwell, was untrue. He expressed 
the opinion that his wife was trying to 
save him from being connected with the 
Elwell murder. 

It is known that Detective Oswald 
immediately telephoned to Captain Carey 
in New York the name of’ the first 
woman alleged by Harris to resemble 
the mysterious Mrs. Fairchild. It was 
following this conversation with Cap- 
tain Carey that Oswald was instructed 
to employ an slienist to examine Harris. 

At 9 o’clock tonight Detective Oswald 
had another talk with Captain Carey 
cver the long distance telephone. Os- 
wald explained in detail Dr. Putnam's 
report on his. examination of. Harris. 
Oswald declared, it was said, that there 
were several incidents in connection 
with Harris’s presence in Buffalo that 
he wanted to look up before he started 
back ‘for New York. 

Oswald later intimated that he ex- 
pected to be ordered to take Harris to 
New. York, possibly tomorrow. He 
evaded a reply when asked if he had 
been ordered to arrest Harris in con- 
nection with the Elwell murder. 

It was said at Police Headquarters 
here that it was the belief of Gaptain 
Carey and other police officials in Ngw 
York that nothing definite could be done 
toward establishing “Harris’s yonnection 
with the Elwell. murder until‘ he had 
been examined by them there. Chief of 
Police Higgins said tonight that Oswald 
could take Harris whenever he wanted. 

Oswald accompanied District Attorney 
Moore tothe scene of the killing of 
Luther P. Graves here several days 


ago. Because of an admission by Harris 
when he was arrested in this city sev-

Harding to Ask Repeal of Excess Profits Tax; 
Message Will Tell Business Where It Stands 





‘ WASHINGTON, April 8.—Presidént 
Harding indicated.today that the Admin- 
istfation would take a definite stand 
when the extra session of Congress as- 
sembles for the repeal of the excess 
profits taxes. The~ matter has béen 
fully discussed by the Cabinet members 
and has been made the subject of ex- 
haustive investigation by the experts of 
4the Treasury Department. 

Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury, is. an advocate of this action 
and so is Senator Penrose, Chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee. The 
difficulty has been-to find a substitute. 
It may be that.a sales tax of from one- 
half of 1 per cent. to 1 per cent.,. as 
advocated by Senator Smoot, will be 
adopted. 

There are reasons to believe that Mr. 
Mellon has not as yet been convinced 
that the sales tax is the proper method. 


He ‘had refused to commit himself on 
this feature of the program. 
. The Treasury Department favors tax 
fevision as soon as possible so that busi- 
ness may know the foundation on which 
to build for 1921. It is probable that 
final action will not be possible on tax 
revision before some time in August, 
but it is probable that business will be 
rmitted to know what the broad gen- 
eral policies of the Administration are 
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to be in advance of that mie.

On their arrival’ at the Russian 
border the deportees were deprived 
of their money, despite protests, and 
in return were granted ration cards 
entitling them to food when they 
reached Russia.

HRS, SHONTS QUITS 
CONTEST OF WILL 


Withdraws the Charges Made 
Against Mrs. Thomas for Re- 
ported $100,000 Settlement. 


$1,000,000 SUIT ALSO*ENDS 


Daughters to Get $50,000 Each 
“Under Agreement Reached 
Out of Court.

The contest by Mrs. Milla D. Shonts 
of the will of her-husband, the late 
Theodore P. Shonts, giving the bulk of 
his. estate to Mrs. Amanda C. Thomas 
on the alleged ground:of undue influ- 
ence and lack of testamentary capacity, 
was withdrawn yesterday after a settle- 
ment had been made with her in behalf 
of the estate, and the will was admitted 
to probate. 

The settlement out of court was fore- 
cast several days ago when the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, as temporary ‘ad- 
ministrator, and De Lancey Nicoll and 
Edward J. Berwind, the executors, con- 
sented that the request. of Mrs. Shonis 
be granted’ for the payment of $100,000 
left her. in the will, and said that, al- 
though previous requests had been de- 
nied, they had decided that her amended 
proof of claim showed that she was en- 
titled to the money. The estate got per- 
mission to sell securities in order to ob- 
tain the funds. The fact that testimony 
of witnesses in the West cencerning al- 
leged unkind treatment. by Mrs. Shonts 
of her husband had been taken for the 
purpose of the will contest and that the 
trial probably would have been reached 
shortly, led to the settlement, it was 
said. 

$100,000 Main Consideration. 


Although the papers did not show the 
basis of the settlement, it was under- 
stood that the $100,000 payment to Mrs. 
Shonts was the chief consideration, and 
that she also would receive a $5,000 in- 
surance policy, and her two daughters 
$50,000 each. 

After Mrs. Shonts had fil a retrac- 
tion of her charge against Mrs. Thomas 
and an affidavit withdrawing her con- 
test, Clarence J. Shearn, representing 
Mrs. Thomas, and George W. Files, at- 
torney for Mrs. Shonts, went before Sur- 
rogate James A. Foley, where James L. 
Quackenbush, the Interborough chief 
counsel, and Chester A. Robinson and 
Ralph Norton, the three witnesses of the 
will, were waiting to be called. Cor- 
nelius J. Sullivan, representing the ex- 
ecutors, asked that the objections be dis- 
missed, and the Surrogate granted the 
request. The witnesses then gave formal 
testimony as to the execution of the in- 
strument, and the will, which was con- 
tested on Dec. 4, 1919, was probated. 

Mrs. Shonts’s retraction, sworn to be- 
fore a notary public and witnessed by 
Martin Conboy, George W. Files and 
Warren Dixon, her attorneys, said: 

‘‘ I, Milla D. Shonts, do hereby retract 
and withdraw, without reservation, all 
charges that I have at any time hereto- 
fore made concerning the character, re- 
pute and conduct of Mrs. Amanda LU. 
‘Fhomas.’”’ 

In the following document Mrs. Shonts 
withdrew her contest: = 


Mrs. Shonts Withdraws. 


‘‘T, the undersigned, Milla D. Shonts, 
widow of the above-named deceased, 
having filed in this court an answer and 
objections, verified Dec. 4, 1919, to the 
probate of the last will and testament of 
the above-named Theodore P. Shonts, 
which bears date the 30th day of July; 
1919, arid was filed in this court, to- 
gether with a petition for the probate 
thereof, on the 7th day of November, 
1919, being now sausfied that said ob- 
jections cannot be sustained, and that 
the said paper writing bearing date the 
30th day of July, 1919, is the last will 
and testament of said Theodore P. 
Shonts, that said will was duly executed 
and published by him in the presence of 
the witnesses whose names are sub- 
scribed thereto, that the said witnesses 
were requested by him to be witnesses 
thereto and sign as witnesses in his 
presence and in the presence of each 
other; that“on the said 30th day of July, 
1919, the said Theodore P. Shonts was “ad 
sound ming and memory and mentally 
capable of making a will, that said will 
was freely. and voluntarily made and ex- 
ecuted by said Theodore P. Shonts with- 
out any fraud or undue influence-having 
been practiced.on him by any-person or 

rsons whatever, and that said will is 
egal and valid and was not executed 
under any mistaken or erroneous be- 
Hefs, do hereby withdraw said answer 
and objections and consent to the pro- 
bate of ‘said will, and I hereby authorize 
and direct my attorneys, Warren Dixon 
and George W.’ Files, to consent to the 
entry of an order dismissing the pro- 
ceedings for the contest of said will, and 
vacating the order herein for a jury 
trial of the issues raised by such answer 
and Odbjections and\to sign such other 
consents and waivers on my behalf as 
may be necessary for the withdrawal of 
such contest, without’ costs, and for the 
probate of said will.’’ 

The settlement of the will contest. also 
ends the $1,000, ) 
Supreme Court by Mrs. Shonts against 
Mrs. Thomas for alienating the affec- 
tions of Mr. Shonts, since her retraction 
applies to the Supreme Court action .as 
well as the will contest. “4

Police Official Refuses to Say 
Whether the Girl Is Dead 
or Alive.

The faté of Dorothy Arnold, whose 
disappearance on Dec. 12, 1910, provided 
one of the greatest mysteries of the last 
decade, has been known to the Police 
Department for many months, accord- 
ing to a statement made last: night by 
Police Captain John H. Ayers, head of 
the Bureau of Missing Persons, in a 
lecture on the Police Department at the 
High School of Commerce, in West Six- 
ty-fifth. Street. ; 
Captain Ayers refused to tell whether 
Miss Arnold was alive or dead, saying 
that this was a confidential matter of 
the Police Department. ‘‘ All I can say 
is that it has been solved by the de- 
partment,’’ he said: in reply to’ ques- 
tions from the. audience. ‘‘ Dorothy Ar- 
nold is no longer listed as a missing 
person.’” hoe 

Emphatic denial. of Captain Ayers’s 
statement was made by John S. Keith, 
attorney for Francis R. Arnold, Dorothy 
Arnold’s father, at his home in the 
Hotel Commodore, Mr. Kei declared 
that Captain Ayers’s statement that the 
gase had been solved was a ‘‘ damned 
lie,’’ and said the mystery of the girl’s 
disappearance was as great as it had 
been the day she disappeared. 

Mr. Keith declared that he would 
write a letter of complaint to Police 
Commissioner Enright and ask him to 
take suitable action against Captain 
Ayers. ; 

Captain Ayers’s reference to the 
Dorothy Arnold cage came after he had 
told of the Police Department and had 
invited questions. A Wwomian asked if 
any definite ‘‘Mne’’ on the murderér 
had been obtained in the Blwell case. | 
Captain Ayers replied that this matter 
was now in the hands of. ex-Governor 
Charles S. Whitman for - investigation 
and it would not be proper for him to 
discuss it. 


Statement of Captain Ayers. 


‘‘In my statements about missing 
girls,”’ continued Captain Ayers. ‘‘I 
wonder how many of you here thought 
of the case of Dorothy Arnold. Do you 
recall that some time ago the search for 
her ceased apparently? Her parents, 
relatives and friends, who had been led 
to follow in all directions clues sent in 
multitudes of letters, suddenly ceased 
their activity.’’ 7 

A man seated on the clatform then 
asked if it was an intricate case. 

‘All I can say is tnat it has been 
solved by the department,’ Captain 
Ayers replied. ‘‘ Dorothy Arnold is no 
longer listed_as a missing person. Prob- 
ably I should not have mentioned the 
case, as it is a strictly confidential one 
in the department.’ 

Captain Ayers refused after the lecture 
to amplify his statement. Asked if he 
meant by his remarks to indicate that 
Miss Arnold had been found alive or if 
he meant that she was dead, Captain 
Ayers said: 

‘“‘I couldn't discuss that without vio- 
lating a confidence, and you wouldn’t 
want me fo do that, would you? Her 
parents have suffered sufficiently, and 
I wouldn’t say anything to stir up the 
case. I have been asked a great many 
times by newspaper men what became 
of Dorothy Arnold, and I have always 
refused to answer.’’ 

Father’s Counsel Indignant. . 


Mr. Keith expressed indignation when 
informed of Captain Ayers’s remarks, 
and seemed particularly desirous to know 
whether they had been made at a public 
lecture. 

‘“‘The whole-thing is a damned lic,’* 
Mr. Keith said. ‘‘ It is a lie from start 
to finish, for, if he has been quoted cor- 
rectly, Captain Ayers seems to intimate 
that the mystery of Dorothy Arnold's 
disappearance has been solved and that 
the family for sothe reason has kept the 
solution a secret. 

‘“‘ This is not true, for the disappear- 
ance of Dorothy is as much of a mys- 
tery today as it was the day she dis- 
appeared more than ten years ago. 
There hasn’t been the slightest clearing 
of the mystery. We don't know any- 
thing more about her dtsappearance, ex- 
cept that we have eliminated all clues as 
they came up.”’ 

Mr. Keith said he was to be out of 
town today, but that he would write on 
Monday to Polite Commissioner Enright 
complaining of. Captain Avers’s remarks 
and asking she Commissioner to take 
appropriate action. ‘‘I would. not mind 
if this had been said-by a private per- 
son,’ Mr. Keith continued ‘‘ but a mem- 
ber of. the Police Department has: no 
tight to make a statement of this nature, 
particularly as it is not true. 


““T still recvive communications con- 
cerning the case from. the Police De- 
‘partment every little’ while, whenever, 
as still happens, some one writes into 
Police Hea quartens about the case. 
Bve December, some newspaper pub- 
lishes; a review of case, and letters 
follow for ten days or two weeks after.

VICE DETECTIVE 
KILLS TAXI DRIVER 


Philip Curry Held for Shooting 
a Chauffeur Early This 
Morning. 


HAD ARRESTED A WOMAN 


Slayer Says Victim Was Flee- 
ing From Arrest—Widow 
Denounces Police. 


Detective Philip Curry of the Special 
Service Squad. was held in the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station early this 
morning pending investigation by the 
Homicide Bureau of the District Attor- 
ney’s office of the killing of David 
Ulino, a chauffeur, 25.véars..old,..of 820 
East Twenty-seventh Street. Curry told 
the desk Lieutenant that he had shot 
‘Ultno, while the man waa fMeding 
arrest, but the killmg had séveral puz- 
zling features not yet explained. 

Curry and Charles Arickman, working 
together under Inspector Belton, in 
charge of the special service detectives 
who war on immorality, were walking 
in Broadway between Fifty-eighth and 
Fifty-ninth Streets just after midnight 
when; they said, they were solicited by 
Mrs. Gertrude Abdola, 19 years old, of 
485 Second Avenue. 

, The two detectives got into a taxicab 
with her and started driving about the 
streets, up and down and east.and west. 
The girl did not know she was in the 
eustody of policemen when she entered 
the cab. According to Curry’s story 
afterward, the purpose of spending some 
time on the way td the station house 
was to elude a taxicab which, he said, 
seemed to be following that in which he 
ard his brother officer rode with the 
girl.

Dr. Edward Simon, Privy Councillor 
and art collector, told Taz NeW Yorx 
Times correspondent that shipment was 
held up some time owing to objections 
made. by the authorities to depleting the 
impoverished country of ‘its antique art 
treasures. Dr. Simon continued: 

** Dr. Bode, Privy Councillor and: art 
director, finally succeeded in persuading 
the authorities that Germany could spare 
this Titian because the museums possess 
a considerable number of his pictures. 

“This picture was once In the posses- 
sion of Mr. Milliken of New York, but 
after his death it was auctioned off. in 
America and found \its way back to 
England into a rather- small shop, that 
of Angus Brothers, of London, where I 
discovered it and bought it for a cor- 
paratively small amount in 1908. 

‘‘ Since then it ‘had heen part of my 
collection in Berlin and @as much ad- 
mired“as the best Titian in any private 
collection in Germany, although myself 
and my wife did not like it much on-<dc- 
count of its dark tones. 

‘When, therefore, a certain Dutch 
firm in October, 1919, offered me a con- 
siderable amount, I sold the picture with 
the understanding that Jt would go to 
Duveen Brothers of New York and ulti- 
mately become part of Mr. Frick’s col- 
lection. Since then it had long been 
awaiting a permit of the authorities for 
export. f 
‘*I do not know who thé future owner 
will be, Mr. Frick having died mean- 
while.’’ ‘ 

When asked how. much he received for 
the picture, Dr. Simon said: 

**J did not get $300,000, but I received 
more German money for this one picture 
than my cousin, James Simon, got for 
his entire fomous collection two years 
ago, which was 9,000,000 marks.. The 
rate of exchange was then about 50 
French centimes pe? mark, while I was 
paid at the rate. of.9 centimes per

Sir Joseph ‘Duveen said last night that

PARIS, April 8.—It is learned that 
prior to the receipt on April 4 of Sec 
retary Hughes’s note on Yap the French 
Government had sent to the American 
Government a formal note dealing with 
the status of the island, expresaing the 
opinion that the question should be set- 
tled directly between Washington and 
Tokio. This action was taken because 
of the Amercan note te the Council of 
the League of Nations on mandate 
questions. 

The response of the French Govern-

GREEKS FALL BACK

A significant. feature of Mr. Baruch’s 
statement is his declaration that there 
might be a conditional cancellation of 
interallied indebtedness and his sug- 
gestion of the terms on which this might 
be done. . 

_As one of the terms Mr. Baruch sug- 
gests, for instance, that instead of can- 
celing outright any part of the British 
indebtedness, the United -States cancel 
conditionally the amount spent by Great 
Britain in this country for munitions 
during the war, this sum to be a de- 
mand liability without interest and to 
be collected ‘in case this country becomes 
involved in future war. Mr. Baruch also 
proposes that the cancellation of in- 
debtedness might be made a means of 
Jeveling preferential tariff barriers.

_ The difference between the figure Mr. 
Baruch sets as the capital’ sum Ger- 
many ‘is*able and willing to pay. and 
the’ figure of $21,000,000,000,. which is 
taken as the capital sum the Allies de- 
manded, is $6,000,000,000. The-interest 
on this for forty-two years would be: 
about $12,600,000,000, so that if, Mr. 
Baruch’s figures were-adopted Germany 
would pay $6,000,000,000 less in principal 
and $12,600,000,000 less in interest spread 
over forty-two years, or a total of $18,- 
600,000,000.

Another point strongly presented by 
Mr. Baruch is that the United States 
should at once become“a party to the 
settlement of the reparation problem, 
taking up with that problem. the Allies’ 
debts to us and our claims on Germany.

“**'The financial and industrial ‘develop- 
ment of the whole world for a:long time 
to come will be profoundly influenced 
by the settlement of the German repara- 
tions.

On the other 
hand, the burden placed on her must 
not bé such as to enslave her people, 
though it must be up to tle limit of her 
ability to pay. ‘ 


We Are Already “ Entangled.” 


‘“‘Fear is expressed in some quarters 
of entangling alliances, and yet we are 
entangled in the settlement of the repa- 
rations, whether we like it or not. We 
say that we will stand by our allies in 
seeing that Germany shal*»pay fpr the 
damage she has caused. But e say 
that they must not try to make Ger- 
many pay more than sie-can. That 
entangles us: We also say that we will 
not consider the question of canceling 
interallied indebtedness. 

“On the one hand, we say to our 
former allies and friends, ‘ You must be 


lenient with your previous enemies,’ and 
on the ,ether hand we say: ‘ We cannot 
be lenient with you, nor consider the 
same obligations betweei. friends.’ We 
might as well face the fact man fash~- 
ion that this was our war. AS we gave 
willingly the best we had in men and 
treasure, we must be prepared to ge 
through to a finish. America is obli- 
gated to use her influence. not alone in 
seeing that Germany lives up to her 
obligations to our allies. but that we 
and our allies carry out fairly and rea- 
sonably the terms which sve, at least as 
much as they, made Germany accept. 

“The crux of the world’s. industries 
and commercial problem lies in the fix- 
ing of the reparations that Germany 
must pay. The Allies must inevitably 
come to see this, for they are under 
heavy burdens and are looking to the 
Germans’ reparations for their own re- 
habilitation. Fixing the reparation would 
be followed, in my opinion, by a gradual 
re-establishment of German credit, by 
an immediate rise in world exchange, 
by an increase in the purchasing power 
of all the nations and in a world-wide 
resumption of commerce. Germany must 
work to produce the wealth with which 
to pay. In helping herself she will do 
what is more important—she will be 
helping us all. 

** Doubtless, those who are charged 
with the settlement of the reparations 
will take into consideration the large 
amount of claims for ships destroyed, 
pre-war debts, and so on, that American 
citizens have against Germany aside 
from the reparations. An arrangement 
could be made whereby these claims 
would receive treatment pari passu 
with the reparations due to other coun- 
tries, instead of being left in the status 
of’ a claim so remote that it would be 
impossible for our citizens to obtain 
satisfaction. Unless America partici- 
pates in the settlement, these claims 
must remain a deferred mortgage. An 
alternative is for us to use German 
private. property. And the use of pri- 
vate property for this purpose would 
be such a reversal of America’s former 
attitude, a step so far’ backward, that 
we should not even contemplate it. Our 
only course seems to lie in becoming a 
party to the settlement. We could then 
exercise an ameliorating influence and 
could) hasten the consummation of an 
authentic peace, the deferment of which 
means decreasing business and lowering 
standards of living.”

PARIS, April. 8.—Clemenceau ‘has 
broken his silence for the first time 
since he gave up power. L’Illustration 


will publish tomorrow a long extract 
from the prefacé the old Tiger ‘has 
written for Tardieu’s book on the Peace 
Treaty. Disdaining to reply directly to 
the bittér- personal attacks of which he 
has~ been’ the object, Clemenceau does 
not spare ‘sarcasm both for the critics 
of the treaty and for those who suc- 
ceeded him at the helm. of French 
interests. Tardieu’s book, he declares, 
is a successful effort to put on record 
the facts about the treaty, though “the 
negotiators themselveg need no defense, 
at least so far as France is concerned, 


after-having received the almost unani- 
mous approval of Parliament and the 
country. 

The ex-Premier hints that the source of 
thé attacks on the treaty in many cases 
is envy because ‘“‘ we did not associate 
in the negotiations men whose views 
we had shared previously.’’ This, he 


to. break out later, for ‘‘ nothing is for- 
given less easily than success, especially 
when there are wounds in the heart of 
Lim who criticises it.” 

Then the \figer deals a sharp blow at 
his successors’ excuses for the failure 
te administer the treaty with success. 
“It is the poor workman who blames 
his tools.’’ Clemenceau develops a 
theory of the, foundation on which a 
great part of th¥ opposition to the treaty 
in France is based. Men who undertook 
the task of carrying it out were not, 
he considers, equal thereto, and acgord- 
ingly began to denounce, first, the treaty 
itself, and, secondly,- the personalities of. 
those who had drawn it up. They fail 
to realize that ‘‘ a war won by four can- 
not result in a peace dictated by. one.’’ 
The inevitable compromises were bound 
to cause some dissatisfaction, but it is 


clmost entirely confined to certain 
clauses taken away from the context, 
whereas the treaty really must. be 
judged altogether. Moreover, no mat- 
ter what have been the objections in 
France. to this or that point of the” 
treaty, the fact remains that its critics 
here, after having proposed reject or 
tried to discredit it, have cor®e back to 
demands for ‘rigorous’ execution,” 
even when “‘‘ they were willing to whittle 
down its conditions to our detriment 
under pressure of German bluff.’”’ 

‘Clemenceau continues that ‘the Treaty 
of Versailles can be nothing but a pro- 
longation of the war’s activittés until its 
complete execution. The only possible 
exception to this is the nullifying of 
Germany’s defeat, and even Keynes does 
not go so far as that. He recalls the 
prodigious spirit of victory in which the 
work of making the treaty was begun, 
the treaty which was itseif to be “‘a 
prodigy of organized peace.’’ 

It was something of the spirit which 
inspired the Allies on July 4 in the last 
year of the war, when, as Lloyd George 
stood by him watching the American 
troops. march past the Washington 
statue, the British Premier said, smil- 
ing, ‘‘ Do you know that you have just 
made me take part in the celebration 
of England’s greatest defeat?’’ 

Clemenceau replied: ‘‘ If national pride 
makes you still regret that defeat, I am 
sure that you have nothing to regret 
from this day. After all, what harm 
has been done to you by this American 
independence, which I see Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand daily approach- 
ing? There are more old scores than 
that between your flag and mine, and 
vet I salute it each day on the front 
with my whole heart.’’ Turning to prac- 
tical considerations of the present, Cle- 
menceau issues a solemn warning 
egainst the danger of a ‘‘ weak policy 
of postponement.’’ He shows Germany 
raising her head encouraged by the fail- 
ure to put the treaty into execution and 
says: ‘‘ The hour of supreme warning 
struck when the heads of the Allied Gov- 
ernments heard themselves urged, face 
to face—at the Spa Conference—by a 
German delegate to ‘ cure themselves of 
the malady of victory ’ before the debate 
began. Yet the conference was _ not 
broken up. An apology was not even de- 
manded from the beast in delirium, 
though perhaps these worthy Bochés 
should rather receive our thanks-for the 
excess of frankness, which can hardly 
leave us illusions about the German 
state of mind.” 

Tn the future France must set herself 
without shrinking to execute the treaty 
and maintain, her right, for, concludes 
Clemenceau, ‘‘to be master of the future 
one must forget oneself. The hammer 
and anvil are there. Let us see that the 
arms are.”’ ;

sion that Germany should not be made 
to pay for any ship unless it could be 
proved the Germans sank her. The 
Allies will be slow in accepting this 


formula for the settlement of marine 
war losses. In a communiqué, the Repa- 
rations Commission summarizes as fol- 
lows the Berlin posttton on shipping 
losses : 

‘*(1) Germany is not bound to give 
reparation for vessels of the merchant 
marine sunk when at the disposal of or 
under orders of naval or military au- 
thorities of allied or associated powers 
for military or naval ends. . 

“« (2), Values of cargoes under these 
categories not incumbent on Germany: 
(a) Cargoes which from, their nature 
cculd be used only for war purpose; (b) 
cargoes belonging to the army or navy; 
(c) cargoes consigned to naval or mili- 
tary authority. 

‘© (3) Germany from the point of view 
of international iaw and equity cannot 
be required to pay for German vessels 
seized in allied ports or taken on the 
high seas and condemned by prize courts 
if subsequently these vessels were placed 
in the service of the Government seizing 
them and.were sunk by Germany, 

‘* (4) Germany is not. Hable for ships 
sunk during the war as a result 
ordinary maritime risks. Germany is 
liable to compensation: in respect to a 
missing’ ship only when the loss of the 
ship can be proved to have been due to 
her. Germany is, however, disposed to 
admit a certain. number of vessels, 
missing as a result of acts of war. 

“© (5) As for valuation of vessels and 
cargoes the value of which is incumbent 
rs Germany, the. German delegati 
tmaintains (a) that cargoes should be 
valued at the price their last owner paid 
for them; (b) that value of such vessels 
should be thefr value ;at date of loss, 
ibut in no case should’ exceed their re- 
construction value.’’

Controversy Deepens Mystery. 


The direct conflict in the statements of 
the status the case by the police of- 
ficial at the head of the Bureau of 
Missing Persons and the lawyer repre- 
senting the missing girl’s family had 
the effect of making the case more of 
a mystery than ever. 

Many clues have been run down by 
the police and private investigators, and 
thousands of dollars have been spent 
since Dorothy Arnold left her home at 
108 East Sevently-ninth Street, a little 
hefore noon on Dec. 12, 
ing her mother that she Intended to buy 
an evening gown. So far as ever be- 
came known, Miss Arnold’s home life 
at Nhat time was happy. Since her 
graduation from Bryn Mawr College, 
she had been socially active in New 
York. She had written two stories for 
&@ magazine, but did not seem to have 
been disheartened by their rejection. By 
the statements of her father, her mother 
her brothers, John and_ Hinckley 
Arnold, and her younger sister, Miss 
Martha Arnold, there was no known 
reason for her disappearance. 

When she left her home, Miss Arnold, 
according to the polfte description later 
sent broadcast, wore a blue tailor-made 
sult, a long blue coat, a small black 
velvet hat, with a hat pin of lapis lazuli 
with earrings to match. She carried a 
black fox muff with white points. The 
day.was mild for the season, and she 
wore no other furs. 

Only twice after she left her home 
was a trace of Miss Arnold found by 
investigators. She purchased a box of 
candy at the Fifty-ninth Street store of 
Park and Tilford and later bought a 
book, a piece of light humorous litera- 
ture, entitled ‘‘ An Engaged = Girl’s 
Sketches,’’ at  Brentano’s. At both 
places, so far as the salesmen could 
remember, her demeanor was courteous 
and untroubled. She’had been expected 
to go to a Fifth Avenue department 
store for the gown she intended to buy, 
but it could never be learned that she 
had reached there. 


Never Returned Home. 


Dorothy Arnold never returned newts, 
The time of her disappearance was be- 
tween noon and 2 o'clock. During the 
evening the other members of the family 
became anxious, and consulted at first 
friends anG then lawyers. The police 
were apparently not notified until a 
day or two later, and then secrecy was 
requested. 

One of the first clues hit upon brought 
into the case George C. Griscom Jr. of 
Pittsburgh. In the search for any pos- 
sible light on her disappearance other 
members of the family searched her 
room and found 4 packet of letters writ- 
ten by Griscom. The contents of these 
letters were never. made public, but soon 
after their discovery Mrs. Arnold and 
John Arnold left for Italy to hunt Gris- 
com, who was touring with his parents,

having left this country about a month 
before Dorothy Arnold’s disappearance. 

Griscom returned to the United States 
and admitted friendship for Dorothy 
Arnold. He tried to get in touch witn 
her and professed to’ be anxious to 
marry her. The Arnold- family never 
admitted that there had been anything 
serious in the friendship of Dorothy for 
Griscom, but it became known that her 
brother had demanded and received from 
Griscom letters written to him by ‘the 
missing girl. 

These letters never came into the pos- 
session of the police. Charles S.. Whit- 
man, then District Attorney, who-toox« 
a hand. in the investigaticn, asked John 
Arnold for them, but was told by the la*- 
ter. that. they had been destroyed and 
that their contents were of no import- 
ance. - : 

On Jan.: 26, six weeks after the dis- 
appearance. the family upon the. insist- 
ence of police officials and the advice 
of friends and attorneys. ‘finally. de- 
cided to make the news public. William 
J. Flynn, then Deputy Police Commis- 
was said to have advised the 
family that all the usual methods of 
hen had been exhausted and 
that the only hope was through. the 
widest publicity, such as would be ob- 
tained by publication in the newspapers 
of the story of the disappearance. 


Many Clues, but All False. 

The publicity desired was achieved for 
no similar story ever receiyed such wide- 
spread circulation, not only in this coun- 
try but in Europe. The only tangible re- 
sult, so far as ever became known, was 
a multiplicity of ‘‘ clues’’ which were 
reported after investigation to have been 
worthless. Miss Arnold was reportedrto 
have been found in many cities on many 
different occasions, but investigations 
invariably showed the reports to be 
false; even when, as in several cases, 
young women represented themselves as 
the missing girl. 


$100,000 Spent to Find Her. ° 


The search was long and costly, and it 
was estimated that at least $100,000 was 
spent in an effo to find the missing 
girl. Long after the search had died 
Gown, there were sporadic. efforts at ac- 


tivity on the part of the family as the 
result of seme new letter offering a 
clue. 

One of the latest tangible develop- 
ments in the case came in April, 1916, 
by the confession of E. C. Glenmorris. 
then in the Rhode Island State Peni- 
tentiary, that he had helped to bury 2 
girl he believed was the missing Dor- 
othy Arnold in the cellar of a house 
near West Point. Poliee Inspector Jo- 
seph Faurot and several detectives dug 
in the cellar, but could find no trace 
of a body. The confession was dis- 
credited in advance: of the investiga- 
tion by members of the Arnold family. 

The Dorothy Arnold casé has been the 
supreme mystery of the New York Police 
Department and perhaps ‘the greatest 
missing person mystery in.the United 
States. Charlie Ross, whose disappear- 
ance caused a public furor two genera- 
tions age, was only a five-year-old child 
when he was kidnapped in Philadelphia, 
but public indignation prevented his ab- 
ductors from going on with their plan 
to claim a reward. 

Miss Arnold was an adult when she 
disappeared. -A niece of. former United 
States Supreme Court Justice Rufus W. 
Peckham and .a member.of a good 
family, she had assured social position.

FRENCH WOMAN PAINTER 
ROBBED IN HER HOME 


Masked and Gloved Burglars Bind 
Her and Her Maid, Leaving 
Police No Clues.

PARIS, April 8.—After they had locked 
ub. Mme. Astruc-Ponsard, a well-known 
painter, and her maid, two burglars 
spent the night in her kitchen, made a 
meal of bacon and eggs and wine and 
departed at their ease at daylight. 

Mme. Astruc-Ponsard, who is a flower 
painter, had just gone from Paris to her 
country house on the Marne to begin 
some studies of cherry blossoms. She 
was living alone, with only her maid for 
attendant, and this fact was evidently 
known to the burglars. They arrived 


at midnight, clad, according to the 
maid’s story, in jerseys and wearing 
masks, rubber gloves and sandals. Visiting 
the women’s rooms in turn, they boun 
them both under menace of instant 
death from their revolvers. When they 
found that e. Astruc-Ponsard was 
too weak from fear to resist; they 
loosened her bonds. When they de- 
manded money she gave them 1,000 
francs, but they refused to believe that 
it was all she had. She had to produce 
2,000 more and jewels worth 35,000 
francs. 

With a parting injunction’ that the 
disclosure of the. robbery, even in con- 
fession, would be avenged by death, the 
two men then retreated to the kitchen 
and spent the rest of the night making 
themselves a good meal. :

An eleventh-hour change in a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Charles W. Wal- 
ton of Ulster, which embodies -provi- 
sions for putting the proposed plan into 
effect, will make it possible for county 
committee members to designate dele; 
gates to State and judicial conventions 
from their respective Assembly districts, 
which form the unit of representation. 
These designees, however, must make 
a fight in the primaries if an inde- 
pendent group within the party should 
name another set of delegates by. pe- 
tition. 

Convention Action Final. 


This is further than the promoters of 
any plan for a complete or part return 
to the convention as a nominating me- 
dium have ever ventured to go. In 
justifying proposals to substitute the 
convention for the‘direct primary as a 


ways laid stress on the fact that dele- 
gates to conventions nét only. were to. be

PARIS, April 8—The Journal des 
Debats publishes tonight in a prominent 
position a two-colump article denying 
the recent agsertions thatthe United 
States had never settled its indebtednéss 
to France. from Revolutionary days, and 
declaring that thé account was paid. 

The: ‘Journal Cdélis® the recent’ stories 
e fantasies, but dangerous and capable 
of causing Américans to misjudge the 
attitude°of the French people.’’ The ar- 
ticles in question were never taken se- 
riously here, and caused much more at- 
tention in América than In France.~ 
-The paper says that there‘is no use 
talking of the sum spent. by France to 
help the United States in the War of the 
Revolution. They were gifts to Amér- 
ica, nothing more or less. 

“The only point worthy of diacussion,” 
says the Journal, ‘‘ relates to thé loans 
made by the French Treasury to the 
American Government, loans the. pay- 
ment of the interest and amortization of 
Which was to begin at the signing of 
peace or three years later. "The total is 
known exactly. There was a loan of 
£18,000,000, payable jn h successive instal- 
ments; another of £ 000 in 1783, and 
in addition Wranca” tg ‘upon. her shoul- 
ders loans of £10,000,000 which she; had 
obtained for the United States from 
Holland—in all a credit of £34,000, 

‘What has become’ of these £ 000, - 
000, and {fs it true that’ a settlement re- 
mains to be made? It, would have suf- 
ficed to avoid the errors of,récent state- 
ments to have lookéd at “the ‘financial 
statement made by om the Legis- 
lative Assernbly on ke nd 18, 1792.

‘A review of the correspondence of 
French Ministers to the young Republic 
shows how in great part reimbursements 
of thesé amounts t‘c.e made. Thére one 
reads how on credits against what they 
owed us the tinited States supplied to 
Santo Domingo after the disaster food, 
clothing, money and asylum to the un- 
fortunates who fléd to American soll. 

“One can see ‘how. in -the time of 
assignats our representatives, unable to 
live upon their payment in paper, ob- 
ta money from the American Treas- 
ury against what was OWing to France. 
One can also read how famine, wehich’ 
always follows. an enormous and uncal- 
culated pieoolattien of pares money, had 
its effect. was through this way 
that ran am. § of our credit ‘upon the 
United States.” 

The Journal then mentions the ship- 
ment. of 120,000 barrels of flour in a 
which alone was: worth £24,000,000. 
says that France obtained this red 
from America but lost her credit there. 
“Tt was the fault of events,’’ says ed 
Journal, ‘‘and. also our fault. Still, 
Sots have no reclamations to make to- 

ay.’ 


The Journal then says that the friend; 
ship bétween France and Amertca should 
not depend upon figures of loans, but 
should be on a higher basis. Repéating 
that after all France-~dtd her best to help 
America become a nation, thé Journal 
suggests that Ameri¢a turn her eyes to- 
ward France again and see in what a 
fix her friend is. 

‘Our financial. situation will be ipex- 
tricable if we fail to get from over there 
the material aid and moral support to 
which we can say we have a right,’’ it 
continues. ‘The past is a sure ar- 
-antee to us that. we shall have th. 
Once upon a time between America and 
zrance there were subsidies, abandoned 

ure gifts, and loans which were re- 
a med only when affairs disturbed by 
seven years of war had regained a nor- 
mal state. We are asstired that this 
precedent will not be forgotten. The 
peace of the world will be assured if 
proof is given that America and France 
are united by bonds of unalterable 
friendship.”’ '

THE REASONABLE WAY. ; 
The note sent by Secretary of State 
Hucues to Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan relates immediately to 
the mandate establishing Japanese 
control over the Island of Yap. The 
fundamental doctrine of the note i 
not of that limited application. ‘‘ It 
will not be questioned,’’ said Mr. 
Huaues, ‘‘ that the right to dispose of 
**the overseas possessions of Ger- 
“* many was secured only through the 
** victory of the Allied and Associated 
** Powers.” There were other rights 
and interests which Germany parted 
with in that victory that became vested 
in the ‘‘Allied and Associated Powers,” 
and the doctrine set up in respect to 
the mandates would apply equally to 
all rights and interests in which the 
~ United States has‘,a share. The 
~ Treaty of Versailles contains many 
references to the undivided rights and 
interests of the ‘‘ Allied and Asso- 
ciated Powers.'’ The most direct, 
‘Natural and reasonable way to pre- 
serve our rights, and, above all, to 
avoid differénces arising out of agree- 
thents respecting them, as-inthe case 
of the mandates, would be through 
the ratification. of the Treaty of Ver- 
gailles. The questions involved are 
serious; they may become more seri- 
ous. An adjustment reached by the 
' light’ of reason and through good 
understanding is demanded by both 
principle and expediency. Such an 
adjustment by ratification of the 
Treaty is under consideration at 
Washington. 

The chief obstacle to ratification by 
the Senate is the League of Nations. 
It has been suggested, therefore, that 
the League Covenant be bodily lifted 
out of the Treaty, thus removing the 
obstacle. The Covenant, however, is 
not merely an addendum to the Treaty 
or a separable part; it is of the very 
structure of the instrument. The 
relation of interdependence.Jjs so clear 
and well recognized that the mere 
redrafting of the Treaty divorced from 

‘ the League of Nations would be a task 
of extreme difficulty. But to get the 

_ Treaty accepted, thus changed and 
“@iminished, by the many other nations 
that have ratified it and are acting 
under it, would be an undertaking of 
» diplomatic negotiation in which suc- 
cess could never be hoped for. The 
ratification of the Treaty by the 
United States without the Covenant, 
therefore, would bring us into no new 
‘relation with the other Powers. In 

- that respect we would stand precisely 
where we stand now, having achieved 
nothing more than a separate peace 
with. Germany; and the proposal of: a 
eeparate peace with Germany is not 
viewed with favor by the Administra- 
tion. It would not safeguard the 
rights and interests we share with 
other Powers, it would not remove the 
risk that differences might arise. 

The national and international inter- 
ests of the United States, it is plain, 
would be best served by the ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty of Versailles with 
the Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions, the. Covenant being so modified 
by reservations or amendments as. to 
remove the objections which stood in 
the way of its acceptance by the Sen- 
ate. It is not now believed that the 
Governments which have become 
members of the League of Nations 
would withhold their assent from mod- 
{fications which with. good reason we 
might propose. Negotiations to that 
end ° might proceed hopefully, with 
reasonable certainty of success. That 
\sélution would meet the serious con- 
@itions that confront us; through our 
participation in all agreements to be 

‘Yeached it would protect rights and 
interésts accruing to us through the 
victory over Germany. It would both 
establish present peace and provide a 
safeguard ‘against futuré wars. It,

‘‘ gamble.” Mr. Kosnic of Manhat- 
.tan, Mr. LivinasTon of Kings, Mr. Dr 
‘BraGca of Queens, Mr. LAWRENCE of 
the Bronx, Mr. THOMPSON of Rich- 
mond, ‘or whoever the Republican 
bosses of the five boroughs are, have 
long hopes and short memories. In 
1905 the Republicans essayed the same 
enterprise, naming as their candidate 
for Mayor Mr. WILLIAM M. IvINs. He 
was as familiar with the city’s busi- 
ness, as indisputably competent to be 
Mayor as any man ever nominated for 
the office; but his election was impos- 
sible. He came to see it himself. Re- 
peatedly and urgently THs TIMES 
warned the Republicans that their 
course meant the election of Mr. 
Hearst. Only with the greatest diffi- 
culty ‘was Mr. McCLELLAN elected. 
The Republican campaign did nothing 
for the Republicans and came near 
enthroning Mr. Hearst at the City 
Hall. : 

Untaught by experience, sacrificing 
the interest of the city to their parish 
politics and the vain expectation of 
jobs to tHe faithful, these Republican 
leaders se6ém bound to répeat an old 
folly, to fasten the Hylan Administra- 
tion for four years more fipon a city 
sick to death of it, but unable to shake 
it off unless a successful coalition 
against it can be made. If the Re- 
publican leaders here have no better 
choice to offer the voters than that 
between the Tammany machine and 
the Republican machine, they must 
hanker for political disaster. If they 
are superior’ to such small considera-

many and their responsibility for four 
years more of the feast of misrule. 








REVOLUTION TAPERS OFF. 

Observers who have been fascinated 
by the macrocosm of revolution in 
Russia, and still have hopes of it, will 
do well to cast a momentary glance 
upon its microcosm in Italy. There 
the metal workers seized their single 
industry, locked out their employers 
and set about running things on the 
Soviet basis. According to their creed, 
‘* democracy is the inexhaustible well 
‘‘ from which the nation draws its 
‘ resources, human, economic, social, 
‘* spiritual; all these are compre- 
‘*hended in democracy, and only in 
** democracy.’’ So let their industry 
be democratized! 

The Giolitti Government, with a 
compliance that to the Anglo-Saxon 
view seemed inexplicable, permitted 
them to have their head. But, hav- 
ing their head, they found it sorely 
racked with perplexity. The arts of 
buying and selling were beyond them: 
the mystery of expert direction proved 
impenetrable; the problems of capital 
and credit remained unsolved. It was 
all the fault of the “‘ superintendents 
and technicians ’’—the bourgeoisie or 
salariat, who, in this matter of: in- 
dustry, flatly refused democracy. In 
brief, the glorious experiment failed 
for a lack of education and experi- 
ence, not to mention ability. The in- 
exhaustible well of democracy ran dry, 
and in place of it the metal workers 
accepted from the indulgent Govern- 
ment a measure giving them ‘‘ con- 
trol ’’ of the industry; but the word 
was used in its Continental sense, 
meaning only that they were to be 
allowed access to the general accounts 
of the industry—and even at that im- 
portant matters, such as trade secrets, 
were withheld. Decidedly their revo- 
lution had tapered off. 

So also, as it now appears, has the 
industry. Italy has need of produc- 
tion, and especially of an export 
trade, as never before, but failures in 
the metal. industry are numerous. 
The Galileo manufactory of scientific 
instruments in Florence is bankrupt 
and the great F. I. A. T. works of 
Turin have ceased making motor cars. 
Both ascribe their failure to the 
‘“ systematic '’ and ‘‘ chronic’’ im- 
practicability of labor. In Florence 
15,000 workmen have been turned off, 
and in Turin 12,000! The factories 
are now guarded by the national 
army. Italy, it appears, is aware at 
last that revolution is a dance for 
which all hands pay the piper. 

One detail remains—ironic but on 
the whole cheerful. When the revo- 
lution was in full swing the enter- 
prising German Mercedes firm lured 
away from their Italian rival as many 
as they. could of its technical experts. 
Now the F. I. A, T. management, 
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them and: given them holiday leave, 
‘together with the managerial and 
clerical forces. The deepest tragedy 
‘in Russia is that the middle* class has 
been so largely ‘exiled, murdered, 
starved: In Italy capital has been 
wiped out and workmen made desti- 
tute; but the brain power Is cherr 
ished and out of that the rest will 
grow again. 


‘ANOTHER ALL-AMERICAN 


MEETING. ; 
In fts display of the spirit of 
1917: Philadelphia’s All-American Day 
should be an inspiration to those who 
had begun to doubt the loyalty. of the 
country to its allies in the war; but 
such meetings must go on, in city 
after city ‘and in all communities, for 
General PeRSHING was right when he 
warned his hearers that foreign influ- 
ences are at work ‘‘ to weaken the 
“ close ties of friendship that bind us 
‘““to. those peoples beside whom bate? 
** fought in the great war.” The! 
enemy is still © fighting with the 
weapons of dissimulation and treach- 
ery, which he has never laid down, to 
win a final triumph, for he has not 
accepted, nor even admitted, defeat. 
As a speaker General PERSHING makes 
no pretensions to eloquence, but that 
was a moving passage in his speech 
when he said; 


Nearly three years have passed and 
we again hear the murmur of dis- 
loyalty. It is time to ask ourselves 
whether our patriotism is to stand 
mute while this poisonous propaganda 
dwarfs our conscience. . Shall we turn 
our backs upon our friends of yester- 
day? Are we expected to condone the 
wanton destruction in France and 
Belgium and on the high seas? Have 
sacrifices of American blood already 
been forgotten? 


No one could ask these searching 
questions with more feeling, with finer 
effect, than the commander of * fhe 
American Expeditionary Army, who 
witnessed the ‘‘ wanton destruction ”’ 
and can never forget it, and whose will 
was steeled to see to it that through 
his leading and the devotion of the 
American soldiers ’ their sacrifices 
should not be in vain. In témper and 
moderation General PERSHING’S* ad- 
dress was worthy of a‘great occasion. 
His tribute to the foreign-born who 
had fought under him, not only in 
France but in the Philippines, with an 
enthusiasm often surpassing the spirit 
of the native-born, was no trick of the 
platform, but the sincerest testimony. 
There is not an American officer com- 
manding troops who will not agree 
with the General. The patriotism of 


new citizens in the army is often of}. 


the purest quality, as their decora- 
tions, including the Medal of Honor, 
prove. No one has said one essential 
thing better than General PERSHING. 
It would be well if it were inscribed in 
many public places to confront Ameri- 
cans:‘of. all classes: 


If this Republic is to remain the 
land of the free and continue to grow 
in strength and usefulness, both the 
native and foreign born, who exercise 
the right of suffrage, must one and 
all be thoroughly schooled in the 
meaning of democracy and in the 
duties and obligations of the citizen. 


The Republic cannot endure perma- 
nently half American and half hyphen- 
ated. 


UNDEMOTABLE DETECTIVES. 

Police Commissioner Woops estab- 
lished a highly competent and intel- 
ligent Detective Bureau, composed of 
the fittest men. If their work was 
unsatisfactory, they could be put out. 
How can a detective bureau or any 
other service function effectively on 
any other principle? Commissioner 
ENRIGHT gradually dispersed the ex- 
perts and filled their places with a 
set of men whose brilliant faculties of 
ratiocination and success in discover- 
ing criminals the city knows so well. 
Having collected these treasures, he 
was eager to keep them. A measure 
for that purpose was beaten in the 
Legislature for 1920, largely by the 
uniformed men in the department, 
whose efforts were seconded by a 
manifested public opinion. 

A similar bill introduced in the 
present Legislature by Senator SMITH 
has been curiously withdrawn by him 
to be introduced, officially, as it were, 
by Mr. Lusk, Republican leader of 
the Senate. It creates a Detective Di- 
vision in the Police Department. It 
makes permanent the post of the 750 
Detective Sergeants of the first and 
second grades assigned on March 15 to 
the Detective: Bureau, to which the 
Detective Division is to succeed. Any 
policeman assigned to that division 
wha has served continuously for a 
year can’t be demoted. The proposed 
system is a return to the justly dis- 
carded one under which a detective, n 
matter how incompetent, could be got 
rid of only after making and proving 
specific charges against | him, —Inci- 
dentally it is said that the place of 
Chief of the division, carrying an In- 
spector’s salary, is reserved for Lieu- 
tenant O’Hara, who has the specific 
merit of being Mayor Hyr.an’s brother- 
in-law and personal attendant. This 
{s a monstrous bill, a bill to demor- 
alize and keep demoralized the work 
of detecting crime in this city. The 
shallow excuse given for its introduc- 
tion is that it is to be thrown as a sop 
to Mayor HyLan in order to get. quick 
action from him on certain city bills 
and bilow the weary statesmen-at .Al- 
bany a speedy adjournment without 
delay.

MERCHANT ADVENTURERS. 

An English commercial agent re- 
cently returned from Finland with the 
story of an order which he was unable 
to accept. It was for $500,000 worth 
of shoes. But payment? There was 
the rub. They offered him in ex- 
change for shoes not money but,tim- 


ber. But as he was not able to place 


Janything like an exact value on the 


timber, or decide how much it would 
fetch in the English market, he had 
reluctantly to decline the business. 

His experience, with others like it, 
prompted a London financial writer to 
suggest the revival of an old institu- 
tion—the Merchant Adventurers. It 
flourished before the days of foreign 
exchange and might be utilized at 
present when the demoralization of 
foreign exchange has put part of the 
world’s trade again virtually on fhe 
basis of barter. The plan would be to 
have what would amount to com- 
mercial clearing houses in various 
ports and marts. Their purpose would 
be not to set off checks and drafts 
and bills of exchange against each 
other, but expertly to estimate the 
value of goods against goods. The 
foreign shipper might obtain for his 
manufactured articles an amount of 
raw materials which he could have 
certified as meaning a_ reasonable 
profit to him on the transaction. This 
would be a rough instrument of com- 
merce, compared with a precise meas- 
ure by normal foreign exchange, but 
it might serve, pending restoration of 
the. world’s finances. A cart is a poor 
thing by comparison with a locomo- 
tive, but if the locomotive has broken 
down you can get on, even if slowly, 
in a cart.

The American Federation of Labor has 
no. coercive power in any direction. Its 
only power in any direction ‘is through 
moral suasion. I am sure that Tus New 
York Times does not wish to do an 
injustice or to misrepresent a situation. 

The reference to trials and convicttens, 
for which THE Tres criticises me, was’ 
to the system by which on the one hand 
@ prison term is imposed, while on the 
other hand, as for example in the case 
of members. of the contracting ‘| stone- 
cutters, money penalties were imposed. 
My protest was not against any given 
conviction, but was against tie injustice 
of the system ‘that. permits imprisonment 
on the one side and a money penalty on 
the other, a situation against whicn‘ a 
‘great many lovers of justice have many 
timés protested. I 'regret that my words 
have .been used in any other sense, and 
1 feel sure that it was through inad- 
vertence. 

It is not-my purpose to condone crinics 
or wrongdoing among labor.men or 
others, but counting man for man, and 
percentages of. men in groups, I venture 
to express the opinion that thére is less 
dishonesty and corrupt! on among the 
men of the labor movement of our coun- 
try and of NewYork than in any other 
group. - 

When a manor a few men in the 
labor movement go wrong; they are con- 
stantly held up to contumely and con- 
tempt and often held up as typical of 
the men in the labor movement. No 
such antipathetic attitude is assumed 
when the. derelicts in other groups are 
not only discovered but convicted. My 
point was and is that there should be 
like punishment for like.offenses, and 
there is nothing like between a fine and 
a term in prison. 

The. whole effort of the labor move- 
ment: is toward justice, toward ‘the 
elimination of wrong, and’ yes, even to- 
ward removing from its midst those in- 
frequent wrongdoers who creep in or 
who are made wrongdoers by the machi- 
nations. of corrupt employers. 

My own. personal interest in New 
York and its welfare and progress does 
not lag. It is my home city. I have 
given every possible effort to the end 
that its shameful housing situation may 
be remedied. And for the labor move- 


ment I may -say that its problems will 
be met and solved and that the integ- 
rity that has marked it in the past has 
by no means left it. 

The editorials published by . Tr 
Times have been harsh, doubtless for the 
‘reason that THE Tres has not under- 
stood. May I suggest that inquiry as to 
the situation would have been readily 
answered.

WOUNDED CAN’T WAIT. 


Much Taken for Granted 
Little Done for Them. 

To the Editor of The New York Times; 

At the very important meeting held 
at Carnegie Hall to discuss constructive 
plans to obtain justice for the wounded 
it was interesting .to perceive some of 
the causes for the shameful delays in 
these matters showing their hydra- 
heads in the very midst of the pleadings 
and resolves‘to remedy the situation. 

For one. thing it appears there is no 
hospital nor proper asylum of any kind 
for the housing and caring of the war 
insane of New York State, because the 
State and Washington have not come 
to terms. We acknowledge loudly this 
is a disgrace, that something must be 
done, and yet the very speaker for New 
York deelares everybody is willing to do 
anything, but is it not “Washington's 
privilege to take the matter in hand? 
And so the State will wait even to lay 
the cornerstone for the hospital until 
Washington gets around to deciding it 
will pay for the maintenance... In the 
meamtime the agony is piling up for 
these men, until no effort on their part 
or:® body else’s will ever be able to 
lift them out of their~pit of despair. 

., Again, our Senator Calder informed 
us that our Congress will do anything 
we say, if we just make it clear. Upon 
being asked why it hadn't attended 
properly to this matter, he replied that 
we jhave not made it clear enough what 
we wanted. .I wonder if it ever occurred 
to this Senator, who was sent to Wash- 
ington ‘to represent the people, that he 
was supposed to know a iittle bit about 
these very people beforehand. 

I think one reason we, the American 
people, let the wounded slip from our 
minds was because wé considered it so 
obvious that Congress would know we 
wanted the war disabled properly looked 
after, that we thought it unnecessary 
to follow’ the matter further. As if 
any American would not cast his vote 
for the.man that had given his wounded 
Buddie a square deal without having 
asked his permission first! 

As for New York State, if it does not 
build that hospital, with the money al- 
ready appropriated, and build it qpickly, 


e can just write ourselves down as 
quitters—’fraid cats to do our part be- 
cause somebody else won't do theirs! 

These distbled men must have proper 
care—good care—and have it at once. 
They are not roads, nor bridges, nor 
dams that can be fought and wrangled 
over. It is two years and five months 

late already. Do not let us make it 
athe er month too late.

WHARTON. BARKER DIES 
IN PHILADELPHIA HOME 


Banker and Publicist, Populist 
Nominee for President in 1900, 
Was Almost 75. 


PHILADELPHIA, -April $—Wharton 
Barker, the banker and publicist, who, 
in 1900, was the nominee of thé Popu- 


list Party for the Presidency, died at 
his home here early today after a 
month’s illness. He would hate ceile- 
brated his seventy-first birthday May 1. 
He had been retired for some time from 
active business and recently had offered 
his resignation as a Trusteé of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, but his col- 
leagues refused the resignation. 

Until the Spring of 1 he had béen a 
Republican, excapt during the Harrison 
campaign of 1892, but Bryan’s batiner 
attracted him. He sét fofth his own 
views of the issues of the 1896 cam- 
paign in the weekly, The American, 
which -he founded in 1880 as the suc- 
cessor of the Penn Monthly, also se-, 
tablished by him, in 1868. 

He was born in Philadelphia, a grand- 
son. of the Jacob Barkér who was re- 
Jated to Benjamin Franklin. He grad- 


, 


nd] uated from the University of Pennsy!- 


vania in 1866, and in 1880 first joined 
its Board of Trustees. Two years after 
leaving college he enteré thé banking 
house of Barker Brothérs & Co., and in 
1878 the Russian Government appointed 
him its special financial agent in the 
United Sé@ates to arrange for the con- 
struction of four cruisers. 

Mr. Barker organized the Investment 
Company, of Ph elphia and the Fi- 
nance Company, with: a combined capi- 
tal of $9,000,000. His own bankin 
house was in difficulties at the time o 
the Baring failure and made an assign- 
ment in 1890. ‘The embarrassment was 
only temporary, and operations were re- 
sumed not long afterward. 

In 1887 Mr. Barker lent support to 
Count Mitkiewicz, who claimed to have 
secured concessions through Li Hung 
Chang from the Chiness Government for 
a $20,000,000 bank in China, half owned 
by Americans. ‘'The scheme fell through 
and the Count sued the banker for a 
large sum.

KENNEDY RESIGNS;

Maryland Racing Commission 
Now Expected to Change Pol- 
icy Toward Jockey Club.

BALTIMORE, Md., April 8.—Racina 
men today accepted the resignation or 
Joseph P. Kennedy as a member of 
the State Racing Commission as a sure 
indication that, that body when the new 
member is appointed, will reverse its 
former action and take up the licensing 
of jockeys and trainers. This question 
is the big one that recently split the 


conmmission and brought down upon it 
e vast amount of public criticism. 

Today there was no indication as to 
who will be selected to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Mr. Ken- 
nedy, but there is no doubt that. the 
fiold wil be full of candidates, just as 
it was before the Governor made his 
criginal appointments last year. J. Fer- 
dinand Hayward, at present Secretary 
of the commission, has strong friends 
who will suggest his appointment to the 
Governor. e has been the active fac- 
tor in drafting the new code of racing 
rules, and is, of course, more. familiar 
with the work of the commission than 
any outsider. 

Mr. Kennedy said today that his res- 
ignation had come about as the result 
of increased business activities. He 
would in the future, he said, have to 
spend two or three days each week 
in Pennsylvania as a result of the ac- 
quisition of business interests there and 
he would not have time to attend to 
Racing Commission business. He had 
found, he said, that much of his time 
was taken up with politicians and other 
callers, who sought him at his private 
office to urge that this one or that one 
be given a place on the race track pay- 
rolls, This got to be a nuisance. 

So, if a new Commissioner is named 
who will not accept the New York Jockey 
Club view as to the desirability of the 
commission’s sidestepping the issuing of 
such licenses, there may be a reopen- 
ing of the case of Jockey Carrol H. 
Shilling, who is seeking a Maryland 
license to ride and who ts backed by 
the J. K. L. Ross trainer, H. Guy Bed- 
well.

Banton Foresees Difficulty In Get-

_ With approximately 200 arrests and 
complaints already made for violations 
of the new State liquor laws, District 
Attorneys,’ Magistrates, Judges and 


' other officials were alarmed yesterday 


by the burden suddenly thrown on the 
judicial: and administrative machinery 
of the city. 


Each of the 200 new defendants is en: | 


titled to a jury trial under the new law. 

Thousands and thousands of citizens 
wifl have to be winnowed over to find 
‘Juries to-try them, according to As- 
sistant ‘District; Attorney Joab L. Ban- 
ton, because the great majority of citi- 
zens are disqualified from sitting in 
such casé® bocause of intense prejudices 
against liquor or against prohibition. 

If arrests and complaints continue to 
be madc at the present rate, two or 
three Grand Juries will be needed in 
conatan 
of ‘New York City to find the indict- 
ments. * * 

“It has been estimated that between 200 
and 300 tglesmen would have to be ques- 
tloned before twelve men acceptable to 
both the prosecution and defense could 
Mr. Ban- 


ton. admitted yesterday that it would be 
extremely difficult to get juries which 
would convict. 

City Chemists Dismayed. 


The news that some of the City Magis- 
trates were demanding that liquer be 
identified by chemical analysis in each 
case caused consternation. yesterday 
among the chemists of the Health De- 
partment laboratories and of the stand- 
ard testing laboratories of the City Pur- 
chasing Department, who are already 
taxed to the limit. 

Plans were made. yesterday for a con- 
ference of all the city Magistrates and 
the Assistant District Attorneys for the 
purpose of. determining what quality of 

evidence will be considered sufficient in 

e. Megistrates’ ad for holding de- 
Sendante for the new wy made crimes. 

It is expected that this meeting the 
objections made by Magistrates Schwab 
and Levine against the -identification 
of liquor by the taste only will be over- 
come in e case of ordinary liquors. 

The legal department of the District 
Attorney’s office has rendered an opin- 
ion that ;chemical. analysis is not neces- 
gary in the case of pure alcohol, brandy, 
rum, whisky, gin, beer, ale, porter or 
wine, because those are mentioned by 


name in the law 
Cocktails, juleps cortlials; half-and- 
half and other everages not, specific- 
ally mentioned in the law would have 
,to be diagnosed in the laboratory. 
Whenever the defendant sets up the 
plea that the alleged whisky, beer or 
pagne is a pharmaceutical prepara- 
tion, he will yrogent to the city a more 
or ‘less dif scientific problem. 
After the city chemists have solved it to 
their satisfaction, they will have to 
take the stand and convince the jury. 


First Arrests for Drinking.

DROUGHT 


Fonteineblean orest Fire. Barns

PARIS, April 8—The ftrst three 
months of this year havé been the driest 
experienced in France in many years. 

After a dry January. and an even drier 
February, March touched near the 
drought record with only thirteen milli- 
meters in the rain gauge. Rain fell on 
seven days of the thirty-one, but on each 
day. it. was not. more than a passing 
shower. There have been drier Marches, 
meterologists say, but they have no 
record of such a long drought during 
the first three months of any year. 

So far, the Ministry of Agriculture 
states, no serious damage .has been 
done crops or cattle, but in every part of 
the country rain is urgently needed. 
Danger from forest fires is threatened 
and yesterday more than 200 acres of 
woods in the beautiful forest of Fon- 
tainebleau were burned out. The blaze 
was lit from the railroad’ which runs 
through part of the forest and was 
fanned by a strong wind. Soldiers from 
the garrison. at Fontainebleau helped 
the foresters and townspeople to’ fight 
the flames, but the danger of a new out- 
break is not over. 

In the neighboring. forest of Melun a 
similar outbreak destroyed more than 
seventy acres of fine timber. 


PEON MURDER CASE 
GOES TO THE JURY 
Williams, Owner of Georgia Plan- 
tation, Is Accused of Kill- 
ing Negroes. 





COVINGTON, Ga., April8.—Eight hours 
after the case had been put into their 
hands the jury in the trial of John Wil- 
liams, Jasper County plantation owner, 
charged with murder in connection with 
the death of eleven negroes alleged to 
have been killed following an investiga- 
tion of peonage conditions on his place, 
had been “unable tonight to reach an 
agreement. The specific charge on 
which Williams was brought to trial was 
the murder. of Lindsey Peterson, one of 
tue eleven negroes. - 

The case was given to the jury shortly 
before 4 o’clock and at midnight they 
were locked up for the night. 

Judge John B. Hutcheson, in giving in- 
structions, charged the jury on three 
verdicts — murder, which under the 
Georgia, law ;would carry the death 
penalty, murder with recommendation 
for mercy, which automatically would 
carry life imprisonment, or acquittal. 

During the closing arguments Wil- 
liams, surrounded -by his wife and 
family, watched attentively, as he heard 
himself denounced as the author of one 
of ‘‘ the State’s most atrocious crimes ”’ 
and apparently was little affected by the 
plea for acquittal. While the jury was 


out he laughed and chatted with 
friends.

He 
plans to begin the inquiry about April

will follow. 

No comment on the conference with 
Warfield and Kingsley today was made

GEER LETTER BOBS UP AGAIN 


Unions Want Witnesses Called to 
Prove It Was Sent. 


CHICAGO, April 8&—The question 
whether I. W. Geer, General Manager of 
the Southwestern Division of the Penn- 
sylvania system, with headquarters at 
St. Louis, wrote to his subordinates ‘' to 
defame the labor organizations, if nec- 
essary, to obtain certain information "’ 
came up again at the hearing today be- 
fore the Railway Labor Board. 

Union leaders declared that the letter 
could be substantiated by witnesses, and 
they asked that the board call five men, 
including Mr. Geer, to clear up the mat- 
ter. 

When the letter was introduced, E. F.

Mr. Whiter said 
today that it was ‘‘a trifle to bring be- 
fore the board, but that the imputation 
concerning a Pennsylvania official was 
no trifle,’”’ and demanded proof or re- 
traction at once. The board took the 
matter under consideration. 


ST. LOUIS, April 8.—I. W. Geer, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Southwestern Divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania system, has re- 
peatedly denied knowledge of the letter 
alleged to have been written to super- 
visory employes.

HARRISBURG, April 8.—Notice was 
filed today with the Public Service Com- 
mission that on May 15 the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad will abolish its present 
10 per cent. rebate system for fares 
paid on trains and substitute a 5-cent 
Sonaity.

SHE AND OPERATOR PUT OFF 


Daylight Raider Then Runs Car to 
* Bottom of Shaft and Makes 
His Escape. 


An. ascending elevator was the scene 
yesterday of the hold-up and robbery of 
Mrs. T. Hogan, bookkeeper for the Union 
Bindery, 448 West;Thirty-seventh Street, 
as she was going. to the eighth floor 
with’ $1,527, the weekly payroll of her 
employers. As Mrs. Hogan entered the 
car with the money, -which she had’ 
drawn from the Chelsea Exchange Bank, 
she was followed by a tall man of dark 
complexion, who removed his hat. When 
the elevator started upward the man 
replaced his hat, pulled out a pistol and 
said to Adam Miller, the elevator man: 
‘* Now, operator, you’d better stop the 
lift.” Turning to the bookkeeper, he 
ordered;- ‘‘ Lady, you'd better ,come 
across with the change.”’ 

The car was brought to a stop between 
the .third- and fourth floors, and the 
robber snatched the money from/ the 
hands of Mys. Hogan, carried in a small 
black bag. He then ordered the oper- 
ator to run the car to the eighth floor. 
By the time that the elevator reached 
this floor Mrs. Hogan had almost faint- 
ed. She-was assisted from the car by 


the robber, who pushed the operator 
after her. He then closed the door and 
started the car downward. 

No sooner had Mrs. Hogan emerged 
from the elevator than she started 


4 screaming., The offices in the front of 


the building were deserted at that time, 
but she was heard by employes of the 
bindery in the rear. They thought that 
her cries came from some woman opera- 
tive who had become caught in the ma- 
chine Mrs. Hogan fainted when 
they found her and more time, was lost 
until she recovered d told her story. 

Employes of the started in 
pursuit and found that’ 
at the bottom of the shaf, 

Miller had gone after the 

rushed down the eight flights of stairs, 
but on reaching the street there was no 
trace of 'the ae ree The elevator man 
also failed to find him. 

The police of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station were notified and Detective Low- 
enthal was assigned to make an inves- 
tigation. Mrs. Hogan was able.to give 
the detective a fairly good description of 
the man. 

Manager McDonald of the bindery de- 
clined to give afiy information other 
than admitting that the bookkeeper had 
been robbed of the company’s weekly 
payroll. He said that he had~-been re- 
quested by the police to- keep quiet. 
From employes of the bindery it was 
learned. that a payroll robbery had 
taken place in the same building about 
a year ago, when another printing and 
any concern was robbed of several 

usand dollars. 


ARREST IN MAIL ROBBERY. 


Alleged “Fence” In Hold-Up In Chi- 
cago Two Months Ago Surrenders. 


CHICAGO, April 8.—Isadore H. Starr, 
who is alleged to have acted as a 
“‘fence’’ in the $1,000,000 Union Sta- 
tion mail robbery here two months ago, 
surrendered to Federal officers today.

$34,000 worth of the stolen bonds. 

Thomas Shupe, charged with being 
one of the bandits who participated in 
the robbery, was recently indicted -by a 
Federal Grand Jury and is in jail await:

TO FREE McNAMARA MAY 10. 


Los Angeles Dynamiter, Life Prison- 
er’s Brother, Facing More Charges. 


SAN QUENTIN, Cal., April 8.—John 
J. McNamara, serving a fifteen-year 
sentence for murder as the result of the 
dynamiting of the Los Angeles Times 
Building ‘in October, 1910, will complete 
his sentence and leave the penitentiary 
May 10, prison officials said today. 

McNamara has been a model prisoner 
and earned all'the credit allowances of 
his sentence. Advices from Los An- 
geles said other charges that had been 
preferred at the time he was sentenced 
have been outlawed. Officials expressed 
the opinion, however, that McNamara 
faced *Kederal charges in Indianapolis in 
relation to the alleged illegal transporta- 
tion of dynamite. 

His brother, James B. McNamara, is 
serving a life sentence in the peniten- 
tiary here for murder.
